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CLEAN   UP. 


Spring-  is  here.  The  typhoid  fever  season  is  not  here  yet, 
but  we  notice  that  12  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  reported  durint;' 
]March.  More  will  be  reported  during  April.  If  you  wait  until 
a  typhoid  fever  epidemic  is  established,  you  will  have  a  ver}' 
hard  time  trying  to  check  it,  but  if  proper  precautions  are  taken 
before  the  disease  develops,  it  can  be  prevented.  These  pre- 
cautions consist,  in  reality,  oi  cleanliness. 

All  indications  point  to  the  fact  that  a  very  large  majority 
of  typhoid  fever  cases  in  Montana  are  the  result  of  fly  infection : 
that  is — the  disease  is.  borne  by  flies.  Get  your  fly  screens  out 
and  see  that  they  are  in  good  condition,  then  put  them  on  your 
windows  and  doors. 

Clean  out  your  toilets  and  keep  them  clean.  Remove  all 
manure  from  your  yard  and  barn  yard  and  insist  on  the  municipal 
authorities  having  the  streets  and  alleys  cleaned.  In  this  way 
the  number  of  flies  will  be  greatly  reduced  and  they  will  have 
little  chance  to  carry  germs  on  their  feet  and  deposit  them  on 
your  food. 

Every  health  officer  in  the  State  should,  during  the  next 
thirty  days,  carefully  inspect  every  portion  of  his  district  and 
see  that  all  unsanitary  conditions  are  removed;  that  the  toilets, 
barn  yards,  etc.  are  clean,  and  he  should  see  that  these  places 
are  kept  clean  at  all  times.  If  this  is  done  the  large  number  of 
deaths  that  occurred  last  year  from  typhoid  fever  will  not  be 
repeated  this  year. 


NEW  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


At  the  last  meeting-  of  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health, 
regulations  regarding  two  very  important  subjects  were  adopted, 
as  follows : 

Rummage  Sales  and  Second-hand  Clothing. 

Regulation  30.  Must  be  disinfected — All  articles  sold  or 
offered  for  sale  at  any  ''Rummage  Sale"  and  all  second-hand 
clothing  must  ])c  disinfected  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  articles

exposed  to  infection  before  the  same  can  be  sold  or  offered  for 
sale. 

Hotels,  Restaurants,  and  Lunch  Counters. 
Regulation   31.     Kitchens  must  be   in   sanitary  condition — 

The  kitchens  of  all  hotels,  restaurants  and  lunch  counters  must 
be  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition  at  all  times,  and  must 
be  provided  with  efficient  fiy-screens  at  all  doors  and  windows. 

Regulation  32.  Serving  rooms  must  be  clean  and  free  from 
fiies — The  serving-  rooms  of  all  hotels,  restaurants,  and  lunch 
counters  must  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition  at  all 
times  and  must  be  provided  with  efficient  fly  screens  at  all  doors 
and  window\s,  or  all  food  exposed  for  sale  must  be  covered  in 
such  manner  as  to  prevent  flies  from  coming  in  contact  with  it. 

Health  ofBcers  must  see  to  enforcement  of  these  regulations 
--All  local  and  county  health  officers  must  see  to  the  thorough 
enforcement  of  these  regulations  and  must  file  complaint  againsi 
the  proprietor  of  any  hotel,  restaurant  or  lunch  counter  who 
fails  to  comply  with  these   requirements.
